E. Berglund, district food a d ­ 
ministrator for the Hotel and It* - 
ta urant division, has received instruc­ 
tions to call the attention to all ho­ 
tels and restaurants as to the saving 
of wheat and other bread stuff* The 
ban on serving meat, except pork and 
beef on Tuesadya, has been lifted and 
it seems, therefore, and should b e an 


e a s y matter for the hotels aud res­ 
taurants to now do all in their power 
to reduce absolutely to the minimum 
the consumption of bread. 
No mon* than two (2) ounce por­ 
tions of bread will be permitted to be 
served in hotels and restaurants. Ho­ 
tel and restaurant proprietors should 
serve large portions, especially of po­ 
tatoes, with meals and in this way 
show their patrons that they are get 
ting a full meal with only a little 
Ie** bread. 
"It would seem that in these times 
it should not he necessary to explain 
why we art* saving wheat and bread 
Bluffs,” said Mr. Berglund. "and per­ 
son* who do not seem willing to, In 
this small way. help the government
